3. Claim 37 is objected to because of the following informalities: in lines 1-3, "An 
adaptive filter system stored via at least one computer readable medium, wherein the 
adaptive filter system has a plurality of instructions for implementing the method of claim 
17" should be changed to -- At least one computer readable medium having encoded a 
plurality of instructions of an adaptive filter system, the plurality of instructions for 
implementing the method of claim 17 --. Appropriate correction is required. 

4. Claim 43 is objected to because of the following informalities: in lines 1-3, "An 
adaptive filter system stored via at least one computer readable medium, wherein the 
adaptive filter system has a plurality of instructions for implementing the method of claim 
38" should be changed to - At least one computer readable medium having encoded a 
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plurality of instructions of an adaptive filter system, the plurality of instructions for 
implementing the method of claim 38 -. Appropriate correction is required. 

5. Claim 49 is objected to because of the following informalities: in lines 1-3, "An 
adaptive filter system stored via at least one computer readable medium, wherein the 
adaptive filter system has a plurality of instructions for implementing the method of claim 
44" should be changed to -- At least one computer readable medium having encoded a 
plurality of instructions of an adaptive filter system, the plurality of instructions for 
implementing the method of claim 44 -.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

6. Claim(s) 1, 44 is/are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 as not falling within one of 
the four statutory categories of invention. While the claims recite a series of steps or 
acts to be performed, a statutory "process" under 35 U.S.C. 101 must (1) be tied to 
another statutory category (such as a particular apparatus), or (2) transform underlying 
subject matter (such as an article or material) to a different state or thing. The instant 
claims neither transform underlying subject matter nor positively tie to another statutory 
category that accomplishes the claimed method steps, and therefore do not qualify as a 
statutory process. 
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7. Claims 2-16, 45-49 are also rejected because of dependency on claim 1 . 

Allowable Subject Matter 

8. Claims 17-36, 38-42, 50-57 and 58-63 are allowed.
